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‘HORRIFIC INJURIES IN BRUTAL ATTACK. 

Despair of victim’s 
family as man ( 26 ) 
is sentenced for 
teenager’s murder 


AN 18-year-old student, respected and 
held in affection by all who knew him, was 
killed because he was “in the wrong place 
at the wrong time” and became the victim 
of mistaken identity. 

Conner Marshall, a keen photographer, who had 
attended Welsh schools in Barry and Penarth, and 
who became an organ donor at the age of 16, 
underwent a sustained, brutal attack which caused 
“horrific internal and external injuries,” said Mr 
Justice Wynn Williams at Cardiff Crown Court. 

David Braddon (26) of Lansbury Park Estate, 
Caerphilly, was jailed for life, after pleading guilty 
to murder. The judge directed that he should not be 
considered for parole until he had served a 
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minimum of 20 years. 

The judge said there had been a significant 
degree of planning and a terrible degree of 
suffering had been endured by the victim, who was 
then stripped and humiliated. He also had items 
stolen from him. 

As Braddon was led to the cells, friends and 
relations of Mr Marshall, applauded. Braddon, 
defiant to the end, gave them a thumbs-up sign and 
as his supporters left the court building, one of 
them threw a bottle at a journalist. 

Prosecutor Michael Jones said that on March 7, 
Mr Marshall and friends went to Trecco Bay 
caravan site, Porthcawl. 

Braddon also went there with a partner and 
children. In the early hours of the following 
morning, Mr Marshall went to have a last look at 
the nearby beach. 

Later, a man in a caravan heard a groan outside 
and thought it was a drunk. 

At 6.40am, he went outside, saw items on the 
roadway and spots of blood, and the legs of a man 
sticking out from beneath a caravan. It was Mr 
Marshall. 

There were severe injuries to his head, said Mr 
Jones, and he was unresponsive to paramedics. 
One of them said they were the worst injuries he 
had ever seen.

hitmore 
Bay 

qualifies 
for ‘excellent’ Blue 
Flag bathing water 
quality only in 
Euro-speak - it 
failed the new 
enterovirus 
standard twice (out 
of 20 samples) in 
2014. 


It’s little more than 
chance that it did not fail 
in four samples like 
Jackson’s Bay - the data 
shows there’s quite a 
chance (10-20 per cent) 
of sewage bacteria in the 
water. 

The council excuse of 
works on the eastern 
promenade last summer 
is also thin. 

They didn’t any way 
affect the main beach 
and promenade, and all 


the council had to do 
was put in evidence that 
the works were 
completed by the end of 
last year. 

Worse is that lack of 
pressure from the Vale 
Council means Barry is 
not in-line for 
improvements to meet 
bathing water standards. 

The NRW has action 
plans for other beaches 
failing the new 
enterococcus standard, 
but not Barry Island. 

Welsh Water has 
capital schemes in the 
five-year (AMP6) 
programme for upgrades 
of other sewage 
discharges, but not the 
overloaded Cog Moors 
discharge.

affordable HOMES: 

"Vale needs to be 
more imaginative’ 


I REFER to a

WAS interested 
to read Mr 
Osborne’s 
version of the 
meeting I hosted 
recently with Barry 
Island Traders (The 
GEM, June 4). 

I don’t think there is 
any doubt that the Vale 
of Glamorgan Council 
and residents of Barry 
would love to see a 
quality leisure and 
tourism facility on Nells 
Point... had we received 
a properly planned and 
costed proposal. 

It would be even 
better if it could include 
some type of holiday 
accommodation. 

That is what we have 
been working towards 
and what we still hope to 
deliver. 

The recent meeting 
with Barry Island traders 
was the most positive 
and upbeat I can 
remember. 

The recent investment 
in the Island, the return 
of a funfair and the 
improvements to traffic 
management, were all 
topics of conversation. 

We also talked about 
the future and how we 
can build on the new 
confidence in the town 
and Island following the 


evolution of sustainable 
communities where 
local housing, local 
infrastructure and other 
local services will be 
developed to meet the 
needs of local people. 

Importantly, he gives 
the clear impression 
that such changes 
would not be at the 
expense of local 
residents with long 
standing ties to the area, 
or to the well-being of 
the local community 
more generally. 

However, the 
council’s deeds do not 
always match the 
rhetoric. 

This is clearly 
demonstrated by the 
way in which the 
council has recently 
dealt with major 
housing development 
applications in both 
Ystradowen and 


recent regeneration 
work. 

We discussed the 
decision to invite 
proposals for Nell’s 
Point and the old toilet 
block and the earlier 
disappointing response. 

To say bids were 
refused because they 
“would have taken too 
long to build”, is 
laughable as none were 
sufficiently viable to 
allow any discussion of 
timescales. 

Shortly, we will be 
inviting new bids for 
what is the best coastal 
development location in 
south Wales. 

We continue to make 
a concerted effort to 
bring quality 
leisure/tourism facilities 
to Nell’s Point. 

However, it should 
be said that we will not 
sell Barry Island short 
by agreeing to a poor 
quality or inappropriate 
proposal which would 
undo all the positive 
development so far.

In these cases, the 
council rode roughshod 
over the wishes of local 
communities in pursuit 
of development 
opportunities which 
seemed to be driven 
more by commercial 
considerations, rather 
than any altruistic 
desire to improve the 
lives of the people who 
live in the Vale. 

I would like to 
remind your readers 
that the council recently 
approved the building 
of 64 new dwellings in 
Colwinston on land 
which has a long 
history of flooding. 

The planning 
application originally 
included 23 (35 per 
cent) affordable 
dwellings. 

By the time the 
application went to the 
Planning Committee in 
January of this year, the 
developer requested, 
with the support of 
planning officers, to 
reduce the number of 
affordable by 7 to 16 
(25 per cent) and to 
increase the number of 
non-affordable homes 
from 41 to 48. 

In return for 
accepting this change, 
the developer offered to 
pay the council more 
than £500,000. 

Serious concerns 
were raised about the 
proposed reduction in 
affordable housing by 
the council’s housing 


department, local 
residents, and the 
Colwinston Community 
Council. 

Nevertheless, all 
such concerns were 
dismissed by planning 
officers, without any 
serious attempt being 
made to engage 
meaningfully with the 
local community. 

This ‘we know best’ 
attitude is almost bound 
to result in failure in 
some shape or form - 
and is likely to generate 
a loss of confidence and 
trust in the integrity of 
the planning process, 
and widespread 
community resentment 
throughout the Vale. 

Looking ahead, the 
council needs to be 
more imaginative in 
progressing its 
affordable homes 
agenda, and 
demonstrate a far 
greater willingness to 
engage meaningfully 
with local communities. 

Any failure to do so 
is likely to result in a 
betrayal of the Vale’s 
unique characteristics 
and precisely the 
opposite outcome to the 
one envisaged by the 
council - namely the 
delivery of a less 
prosperous, less 
sustainable and more 
disharmonious county.

Plaid hits at ‘costly farce’ 


THE consultation process 
associated with the Draft 
Local Development Plan was 
a costly and misleading farce, 
the Plaid Cymru Leader on 
the Vale Council has claimed. 

Chris Franks said that it was 
“profoundly disappointing” that 
thousands of responses from the 
public were, in effect, ignored, 
following the consultation that “saw 
very little change in the detailed plan 
that sets out the future land 
allocations in housing sites”. 

He said: “People will feel that they 


have been ignored. I am not satisfied 
with the explanation that so many 
additional houses are required. 

Simply the Labour-led Council has 
supported the Welsh Government 
against the wishes of many 
residents.”

Reaching Ysguborgoch Farm and 
joining a lane leading downhill past 
the impressive St Andrews House, they 
exited and crossed St Andrews Road - 
making their way into St Andrew’s 
churchyard to view the grave of a local 
man, Thomas Essile David -who was 
probably better known by his bardic 
name ofDewi Wyn o Essyllt, who wrote 
many bardic awdls or odes for the 
Eisteddfod. 

Narrow pathways led to the 
buttercup-filled meadows above Garn 
Hill and upon reaching the Twyncyn, 
they descended, to make their way 
back via Dinas Powys Common. 

Wye walk 

ELEVEN walkers joined Joy at 
Highmeadow Woods in 

Gloucestershire, once part of a 
medieval hunting forest and following 
pathways they descended to the River 


Wye and across the Biblins 
suspension bridge into Herefordshire 
for morning coffee. 

From the peaceful riverbank, a 
steep climb through a stunning beech 
wood led to King Arthur’s Cave and 
after exploring, they continued through 
Lord’s Wood, before descending 
gradually back to the River Wye.

The unconscious man 
was taken to the 
University Hospital of 
Wales, ventilated and 
incubated. A CT scan 
indicated swelling to the 
brain. He also had a cut 
lip, bleeding in both 
eyes, a broken eye socket 
and nose, and cuts and 
abrasions. 

On March 11, a scan 
indicated swelling of the 
entire brain, a condition 
which was not 
survivable, and he died 
the following day. 

Mr Jones said his 
parents went to his 
bedside, hoping against 
hope he would pull 
through. 

His death, his mother 
said, made her feel as 
though the light had 
gone out. 

Also at the site was 
Adam Malyn, who had 
associated with the 
defendant’s partner. 

The defendant was 
seen in a bar and was 
given a wide berth by Mr 
Malyn. Later, Braddon 
used his partner’s mobile 
phone to try and lure Mr 
Malyn outside. 

After taking 50 
Valium tablets, two 
grammes of cocaine and 
alcohol, he went outside 
to look for Mr Malyn. He 
spotted Mr Marshall, 
believed it was Malyn 
and carried out the 
attack. 

After the incident, 
Braddon fled to Scotland 
to the home of an aunt 
and was found by the 
police hiding behind a 
settee, after which he 
gave false details. 


He said: “Am I being 
charged with murder? Is 
the boy dead?” 

He claimed that the 
man he attacked had 
“stormed at him” and 
they brawled. 

Mr Jones said the 
victim was struck with a 
stone, a metal pole and 
his face was stamped 
upon. 

After taking the drugs 
and alcohol, he said, 
Braddon was angry and 
“out of his head”. 

Braddon also admitted 
he had gone “over the 
top”. 

In addition, he told the 
police he “hoped he got 
punished bad.” 

In a victim impact 
statement, Mr Marshall’s 
mother said words could 
not describe the impact 
on the lives of her 
family. 

The defendant’s 
counsel Heath Edwards, 
said: “Nothing can be 
said to undo what he did. 
His actions were driven 
by drink and drugs, 
which caused him to go 
berserk. There is no 
excuse for the way in 
which he behaved.” 

He said Braddon had 
intended to have a 
“positive weekend with 
his family”, but the 
results were that he had 
tom apart the lives of 
two families. 

He added that he had 
not intended to go out 
that night to kill 
anybody. 

Braddon was said to 
have convictions for 
violent disorder, 

producing cannabis, 
possessing cocaine and 
assaulting police.

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Brothers donate ‘Welsh 
dinosaur’ to Museum 


THE fossilised skeleton of a 
theropod dinosaur 

discovered on a beach near 
Penarth in the Vale, is 
being donated to 
Amgueddfa Cymru - 
National Museum Wales in 
Cardiff. 

A distant cousin of 
Tyrannosaurus rex, it lived in the 
Jurassic Period (201 million years 
ago), possibly making it the oldest 
Jurassic dinosaur in the world. 

The fossil will be on display in 
the main hall of the Museum until 
September 6. 

The ‘discovery of a lifetime’ 
was made by two brothers from 
Llantwit Major, Nick and Rob 
Hanigan, while fossil hunting 
along Lavernock beach after 
storms in spring 2014. After a 
cliff fall on the beach, they spotted 
several loose blocks containing 
part of the skeleton of a small 
dinosaur and collected the 
specimen, including its razor 
sharp teeth, and claws. 

The fossilised bones were 
found spread across five slabs of 
rock and although some were 
preserved together in the correct 
position, others had been scattered 
and separated by the actions of 
scavenging fish and sea-urchins. 

The specimen was preserved 
with the fossilised remains of 
these sea-urchins. 

Nick and Rob took time 
carefully preparing the specimen 
and then contacted Cindy 
Howells, palaeontology curator 
for Amgueddfa Cymru who, with 
the help of dinosaur experts from 
University of Portsmouth and the 
University of Manchester, 
analysed the teeth and bones. The 
team established that this

particular dinosaur was a meat- 
eating dinosaur, from the theropod 
group. 

It also suggested that it was a 
juvenile animal, as some of its 
bones were not yet fully formed. 
Research is still under way, with a 
scientific paper in progress which 
will reveal the name of this new 
species. 

The Welsh dinosaur was a 
small, slim, agile dinosaur, 
probably only about 50cm tall and 
about 200cm long, which had a 
long tail to help it balance. It lived 
at the time when south Wales was 
a coastal region, offering a warm 
climate. 

It had small, blade-like, sharp, 
serrated teeth suggesting that it 
would have eaten insects, small 
mammals and other reptiles. 

The dinosaur also probably had 
a fuzzy coating of simple proto¬ 
feathers, as did many theropod 
dinosaurs, and this would have 
been used for insulation and 
possibly display purposes. It may 
also have had simple quill-like 
structures for defence. 

The rocks that contain the 


dinosaur fossil date back to a time 
immediately after the start of the 
Jurassic period, 201.3 million 
years ago. At that time, the 
dinosaurs were just starting to 
diversify and the Welsh specimen 
is one of the earliest Jurassic 
individuals in the UK. It is related 
to Coelophysis that lived 
approximately 203 to 196 million 
years ago in what is now the 
southwestern part of the United 
States of America. 

“This new specimen is the first 
skeleton of a theropod found in 
Wales. Isolated teeth and bones of 
other dinosaurs have previously 
been found near Bridgend, Barry 
and Cowbridge,” said David 
Anderson, Director General of 
Amgueddfa Cymru - National 
Museum Wales. 

“This is a very special 
discovery, and Nick and Rob 
Hanigan are incredibly generous 
in donating this wonderful 
specimen to the collection of 
Amgueddfa Cymru, to preserve it 
for future generations. 

“We are delighted to have this 
specimen on display, which gives 
visitors a unique opportunity to 
examine the fossilised skeleton of 
the first meat-eating dinosaur 
found in Wales, and one of the 
oldest Jurassic dinosaurs in the 
world.” 

Nick Hanigan said: “This is a 
once in a lifetime find - preparing 
the skull and seeing the teeth of a 
theropod for the first time in 200 
million years was absolutely 
fantastic - you just can’t beat that 
sort of thing! 

Rob Hanigan said: “It has 
always been our intention to 
donate our dinosaur to the 
museum for the public and 
scientists to see and research.”

surrounding neighbourhoods. 

The applicants Raymond Brown Ltd have chosen 
Barry rather than the present Lamby Way tip 
because of “positive planning policy framework at 
Barry Docks”. What a comment on our Council’s 
LDP ! 

Councillors, including Castleland’s Chris 
Elmore, make the excuse of previous incinerators 
permitted; Biogen’s for domestic waste and Sunrise 
for waste wood. Biogen’s has expired and 
Sunrise’s expires this month. 

At least the old Sunrise plan sited the incinerator 
and generating plant within a building, where dust 
and noise might be controlled. 

The new plan shows separate operations all in 
the open air, like Cadoxton’s chemical plants, with 
no chance of abating the noise despite the closeness 
to Castleland housing. 

So councillors’ excuses must be rejected 
outright. There is a great deal of environmental 
regulation information which is available to both 
councillors and officers, along with the many 
detailed and varied objections put to them by 
environmental campaigners.

TNACCURATE AND UNWARRANTED’... 

COUNCILLOR HITS BACK 
AT CLAIMS THAT DINAS 
POWYS IS “NEGLECTED’ 


A DINAS POWYS 
councillor’s complaint 
that his community is 
being neglected by the 
Vale Council has 
brought a stinging 
response from COUN 
LIS BURNETT, the 
cabinet member for 
regeneration. 

Coun Chris Williams had 
argued (in The GEM, June 4) 
that money was never made 
available for Dinas Powys, 
and he was unhappy about 
delays in replacing the old 
Cross Common Bridge. 

Coun Burnett had this to 
say: “As cabinet member for 
regeneration, I must admit to 
being disappointed by Coun 
Chris Williams’ inaccurate 
and unwarranted criticism. 

“In relation to the Cross 
Common road bridge, the 
council’s preferred option, 
agreed by local councillors, 
has always been to change 
the junction layout on 
Cardiff Road to permit the 
removal of the current 
bridge. 

“However, as the council 
does not own the land 
required to construct the new 


junction, a decision was 
taken in January 2014 to 
replace the bridge at a cost of 
£650,000. 

“Shortly after this 
decision, the situation 
changed and it was suggested 
a new junction might be an 
option and that is now being 
explored. If the new junction 
proves not to be possible, the 
council will revert back to 
the replacement bridge 
option and do either one or 
the other during this current 
financial year. 

“Coun Williams has been 
kept fully informed by 
officers at all stages. As a 
previous promoter of the new 
junction layout, surely even 
he would admit that it would 
simply be foolish to expend 
money now on a new bridge, 
when a much better option 
could be available in the very 
short term. 

“Turning to his comments 
concerning cycle ways, a 
number of routes are being 
considered for the Dinas 
Powys area and a public 
consultation on the Vale of 
Glamorgan’s Active Travel 
map will commence in 
September. 

“Bids were submitted to 


the Welsh Government in 
February 2015 to fund a 
walking and cycling route to 
access Dinas Powys School 
from the community centre. 

“A further scheme was 
submitted for a full 
pedestrian and cycle route 
from St Cyres Old School 
through to Sully Road, 
through Cosmeston and 
linking to Lavemock Road 
and the Railway Walk cycle 
route to link to Penarth. 

“In addition, a feasibility 
study has been undertaken 
into a cycle route from 
McDonald’s Roundabout, 
Barry, through Cardiff Road 
to Dinas Powys. 

“However, land ownership 
issues are delaying the 
scheme at present. Land 
ownership issues are also the 
cause of delays to the further 
upgrade of the Ash Path”. 

She pointed to a range of 
highway works that have 
been done in Dinas Powys, 
including an upgrade to the 
traffic signals at Cardiff 
Road with footway widening 
near the infants school and 
adjacent to Brookside, a 
20mph limit at Murch Road 
and feasibility work to 
consider Dinas Powys as part 


of the Cardiff Metro scheme. 

She continued: “In terms 
of Coun Williams’ comments 
concerning the former St 
Cyres site, the land had been 
originally proposed as a 
potential development site 
solely for housing, but 
between November 2012 and 
January 2013 the council, 
aware of local concerns, 
carried out public 
consultation regarding its 
future. 

“As a result, the council 
amended its proposals and 
has since promoted the land 
as a potential mixed use 
development opportunity 
that,, subject to planning, 
would accommodate a mix 
of community uses (along 
with the new medical centre 
currently being built) 
together with a range of 
private and affordable new 
homes”. 

She added that the 
council’s Creative Rural 
Communities team has 
undertaken a number of 
projects in the Dinas Powys 
area between 2011 and 2014 
details are available in a 
video:

She concluded: “I have 
offered to meet Coun 
Williams on many occasions 
to discuss his concerns. To 
date, he has always declined. 

“I would agree with his 
comment that there is never 
enough money for Dinas 
Powys; regrettably, this is the 
case across the Vale - where 
increasing demands on 
budgets are met with year on 
year reductions in local 
authority finance. 

“It is, however, our role as 
councillors to prioritise our 
spending to the areas of most 
need and greatest impact. 

“ Time spent making 
inaccurate and misleading 
comments aimed at gaining 
political capital is unhelpful. 

“Dinas Powys has, and 
will continue to benefit, from 
our limited budgets which 
are allocated on a basis of 
need and cost effectiveness”.

Golf champion must

A FRAUDSTER 
who claimed he was

after being spotted 
playing golf, has 
been given six 
months to repay the 
cash by a judge at 
Cardiff Crown 
Court. 

Alan Bannister 
of Barry Road, Barry, a 
champion at St Andrews 
Major Golf Club, was 
told by Judge Tom 
Crowther QC that unless 
the money was paid, he 
would go to prison for 
15 months. 

In March, Bannister 
was jailed for six months 
after being found guilty 
of obtaining money 
transfers by deception.

The court heard he made 
dishonest 
representations about the 
extent of his disability. 

During the trial, 
prosecutor Stuart 

McLeese said Bannister 
had been filmed by 
Department of Work and 
Pension staff playing 
golf at St Andrews 
Major.

During the Proceeds 
of Crime Hearing, 
prosecutor Jeffery Jones 
said the figure to be 
repaid totalled £30,676.

Three-day horse 
ride to raise funds 
for Marie Curie!

TWO local women are tackling a three- 
day charity horse ride to raise money for 
Marie Curie Cancer Care. 

Aimee Sullivan and her friend Catherine Phipps, 
both from Barry, are doing a 75-mile ride to raise 
money for Marie Curie Cancer Care, in memory of 
Aimee’s grandfather, Desmond Sullivan, who 
passed away two years ago. 

Aimee said: “We are doing it over three days 
and will be carrying everything we need on our 
backs or in saddle bags. We are doing the entire 
route by OS map”. 

She said that a lot of planning had gone into the 
route, because it was important that the horses 
should not be asked to do too much in one day. 

Catherine will be riding Lightning, a 12-year- 
old, while Aimee’s horse is Dyjfryn, a 16-year-old 
former harness racehorse. 

Aimee said: “Our ride starts from Pyle on June 
26, passes Pen-Y-Fan and finishes at Rhos Goch 
near Builth Wells. The route is about 75 to 80 
miles, covering mountains, forestry and lanes. 

“We will be stopping on the first night at 
Ystradfellte (35 to 40 miles into route) and then at 
Lower Chapel, Brecon, for the second night, before 
we finish our last leg of the journey at Rhos 
Goch”. 

She added that the fitness of both horses and 
riders needed to be very high because it is not only 



a long distance but it is on hard going terrain. 

Both horses are extremely fit but training 
distances and speeds have been increased to ensure 
all parties are up to the challenge. 

Aimee said: “We’ve now raised 69 per cent of 
our £1,000 target on our Just Giving page.

Its small-screen 
success has led to it 
making its bow on the 
big screen under the 
same name; it sees film 
star Vincent Chase 
(Adrian Grenier), his 
best friend and manager 
‘E’ (Kevin Connolly), 
his brother Johnny 
‘Drama’ (Kevin Dillon) 
and their friend, and 
Vince’s driver, ‘Turtle’ 
(Jerry Ferrara) on their 
adventures. 

With Vince’s former 
agent Ari (Jeremy Piven) 
now the head of a film 
studio, they team to 
make a film of Jekyll & 
Hyde, set in the world of 
dance music - but when 
Vince decides he wants 
to direct it as well as 
star, it puts their 
relationship, and Vince’s 
box-office credibility at 
stake... 

Entourage's USP was 
always something that 
could have translated to 
the cinema screen, 
detailing the high life of 
Hollywood success, and 
the women, the cars, the 
houses and the money 
that comes with it. 

It seems vaguely 
ironic that of the cast, 
none has set the world 
alight outside of this 
world (with Piven, as 
TV’s Mr Selfridge, 
possibly enjoying the 
most regular work), but 
it’s a pleasure to have 
them back in Entourage 
mode. 

How well this film is 
received will depend on 
not just your knowledge 
of the TV show, but also 
quite what you want 
from an Entourage film 
- if it’s a 104-minute 


version of the show, you 
certainly won’t be 
disappointed, and there’s 
plenty of charm and 
humour on show, even if 
it does run out of steam 
towards the end. 

It’s a perfect case of a 
TV show stepping up a 
league and not changing 
anything about itself, 
and while this can be hit 
and miss in some cases, 
here it works a charm. 

Writer and director 
Doug Ellin doesn’t 
plough the deepest, 
darkest recesses for the 
story, there are no 
moments of dark drama, 
of tortured artistic souls 
battling against the 
commercial demands of 
Hollywood; instead, it’s 
light and frothy, sun- 
kissed, bikini-clad with 
all the trappings of fame 
and fortune (and more 
A-list cameos than every 
other film that is out at 
the moment!). 

The cast’s easy charm 
makes for undemanding 
performances, but 
performances that fit the 
tone of the film perfectly 
- Adrian Grenier as the 
charming, handsome A- 
lister with a soul behind 
those baby blues, Kevin 
Connolly as the 
fastidious voice of 
reason, with Kevin 
Dillon and Jerry Ferrara 
playing for laughs. 

But it’s Jeremy Piven 
as foul-mouthed, short- 
fused Ari, who steals the 
show here. 

Wielding his two 
mobile phones like a 
wild west gunslinger, 
Piven tears through the 
film in a whirlwind of 
pent-up rage and acidic 
put-downs; again it’s no 


great departure or 
stretch, but it is a 
pleasure to watch. 

Certainly the film 
does flag towards the 
conclusion, as fatigue 
sets in; plot points are 
resolved with a whimper 
rather than a bang and 
characters shift gears for 
no apparent reason 
(Johnny veering from 
complete breakdown to 
zen state in the matter of 
a phone call). 

But, ultimately, it isn't 
too much of an 
annoyance if you're even 
on passing terms with 
the TV show; it ticks all 
the boxes, delivers 
nearly everything a fan 
would want and more 
without making it too 
impenetrable for 
newcomers (though a 
quick crash course is 
recommended for those 
people). 

If you’re looking for 
something light and 
satisfying, and 
something that doesn’t 
crash and bang through 
your synapses, then 
Entourage may well be 
for you. 

VERDICT: Bright, 
breezy and light to 
watch. Entourage is a 
glossy, funny 
continuation of the TV 
series; it doesn’t deviate 
from the set formula, nor 
does it change anything 
that’s gone before, but 
that’s a positive rather 
than a negative. 

It’s undemanding, but 
gloriously so, and makes 
for satisfying viewing... 
Enjoyable.

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Holocaust horrors an ‘eye-opener’ for cadets 



AIR CADETS from 
372 (Barry) 

Squadron recently 
completed a five-day 
trip to Poland, 
including an 

emotional and 

thought-provoking 
guided tour of 
infamous Auschwitz- 
Birkenau, symbol of 
Nazi terror and 
genocide. 

Now a United Nations 
World Heritage site, this 
gave the cadets a greater 
understanding of the 
Holocaust and the 
lessons which should be 
learnt from history. 

Auschwitz-Birkenau 
was the principal and 
most notorious of the six 
concentration and 
extermination camps 
established by Nazi 
Germany to implement 
its ‘Final Solution’ 
policy, which had as its 
aim the mass murder of 
all Jewish people in 
Europe. 

The visit started with 
the tour of Auschwitz 
camp in the morning; 
followed by Birkenau 
camp in the afternoon. 

The bitterly cold 
weather highlighted the 
terrible conditions that 
prisoners in the camps 
had to endure - many not 
surviving longer than a 
couple of days or weeks 
in the camp. 

The cadets visited 
Block 11 which was a 
‘prison within a prison’, 
where violators of the 
‘rules’ were cruelly 


punished in ‘standing’ or 
‘starvation’ cells. The 
cadets also saw some of 
the victims’ belongings 
including suitcases and 
shoes as well as human 
hair. 

The afternoon tour to 
the Birkenau 

extermination camp put 
into perspective murder 
on an industrial scale. 
The cadets saw at first 
hand the prisoner 
barracks, the unloading 
platform (ramp) where 
the process of selection 
took place - the point at 
which prisoners lived to 
work or were 
immediately killed in the 
gas chambers. 

Cadet Lachlan Davies 
said: “We saw at first 
hand the place where 
over a million people 
were murdered. It was 
very hard to understand 
the cruelty which 
occurred at the 
Auschwitz and Birkenau 
camps, especially 

towards the Jews.” 

Cadet Harriet 

McCarthy said, “I found 
the Auschwitz and 
Birkenau tours very 


emotional and it is very 
hard to understand what 
horrible events took 
place there.” 

The cadets also visited 
the Kosciuszko mound 
with magnificent views 
of Krakow and the 
Vistula river. The cadets 
also visited the Wieliczka 
salt mine with statues, 
chapels and an entire 
cathedral all carved out 
of the rock salt and the 
Polish Aviation museum 
with a large selection of 
Russian military aircraft, 
as well as a Spitfire, 
Harrier and Tiger Moth 
aircraft. 

Officer Commanding 
372 Squadron, Flight 
Lieutenant Jason Horton, 
concluded: “The visit 
was a very busy few 
days. However, the 
cadets all felt that the 
visit was a worthwhile 
and a very emotional 
experience. 

“Seeing the place 
where over a million 
people were killed was 
an eye-opening 

experience, one which 
the cadets will always 
remember.”

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Care concerns are 
raised after elderly 
woman is left on 
floor following fall 


A Barry care company is in the spotlight after 
a claim it left a 92-year-old woman alone on 
the floor after a fall. 

1st Grade Care is said to have ordered an 
unnamed carer to leave the elderly woman, Doris 
Jones, alone and proceed to her next visit - despite 
having raised objections and having called for an 
ambulance. 

The carer left the door open for paramedics and 
left before an ambulance or relative could arrive to 
help Mrs Jones. 

The care worker told BBC’s Week in Week Out 
broadcast on Tuesday this week, that she had 
challenged the order, but was told “it’s just the job”. 

The incident took place in 2013; Mrs Jones passed 
away last year. 

A recent report published by the Care and Social 
Services Inspectorate for Wales (CSSIW), accused 
the company of putting service users in the Vale in 
“unnecessary and significant risk to their health, 
safety and wellbeing due to a lack of sufficient 
training for a high percentage of staff’. 

South Wales Central AM and Welsh Conservative 
leader, Andrew RT Davies, said there needed to be 
closer monitoring of companies in the care sector. 

“If true, this is an unforgivable failing on the part 
of a company which has a responsibility of care to so 
many vulnerable people throughout the Vale. 

“It’s bad enough that carers feel rushed from 
appointment to appointment, but to leave an elderly 
lady on the floor after a serious fall is scarcely 
believable. 

“They need to introduce procedures to enable 
cover to be sought in this kind of emergency. 

“It’s clear that companies like 1st Grade Care are 
not being adequately monitored and action must be 
taken against companies who fail to meet the 
required standards.” 

The Vale Council said it was unable to comment 
on individual cases, but had been in touch with the 
provider to address certain issues. 

A spokesman said: “The Vale of Glamorgan 
recognises that it has a duty to ensure that its 
vulnerable residents eligible for domiciliary care 
receive the support to which they are entitled from 
any organisation working on our behalf. 

“We also acknowledge the need to provide 
reassurance about how well the systems designed to 
ensure the quality of care received by vulnerable 
people in their homes work in practice. 

“The role of the local authority is to closely 
monitor the work of care agencies who work on 


behalf of the council through intelligence gathered 
from a wide range of sources; to evaluate 
intelligence and to take remedial action where 
necessary in rectifying problems caused for 
individual service users.” 

FEEDBACK 

The spokesman went on: “The council cannot 
comment on individual cases. However, in respect of 
1st Grade Care there is strong evidence that this 
council has actively collated practice concerns and 
feedback from all parties, including service users 
and carers. 

“Work has been undertaken with 1st Grade Care 
this year following a number of issues being raised 
with the council. 

“As a result of this work, several actions were 
identified for the provider to undertake and an action 
plan was agreed. The position has continued to be 
monitored and there is evidence that the provider has 
responded to issues of concern.” 

He added: “We have not reached the stage where 
the council would consider decommissioning the 
care arrangements made for individual service users, 
given that these concerns should be balanced with 
the positive feedback received and the upheaval this 
would cause for vulnerable people.” 

The GEM invited 1st Grade Care to respond, but 
at the time of going to press, had not recieved a 
reply.

Statement 
from Vale 
Councillor 
Rob Curtis 


“NEARLY a year 
ago, I worked as a 
volunteer warden 
on Skomer Island 
off the coast of 
west Wales, along 
with five other 
volunteer wardens. 

Whilst bird watching 
one evening, 1 placed 
my hand on the leg of a 
fellow female 

volunteer, in what was 
only intended as a 
friendly gesture. 

Unfortunately, a 

complaint was made 
some months later, 
which led to court 
proceedings. 

I have never denied 
that I placed my hand 
on this person’s leg, but 
1 have consistently 
denied any sexual 

motive and was 
prepared to fight my 

case in court. 

Subsequently, the 
prosecution offered a 
lesser charge of 

common assault, which 
1 accepted in the hope to 
bring this stressful 
matter to an end; as 1 
have never denied the 
act, albeit innocently. 

Common assault 
includes any physical 
contact of an individual 
without their consent. 
The judgement imposed 
by the magistrates was a 
two-year conditional 
discharge; with no fine 
and minimum court fees 
to pay. I am relieved to 
find this legal process is 
now over. 

The last few months 
have been a living 
\qightmare, which has 


totally destroyed my 
public life and caused 
my family and friends 
great upset. 

Once these charges 
were made public, some 
in the media (not The 
GEM) were prepared to 
print horrific headlines, 
which 1 was unable to 
respond to due to the 
pending court action. 

I was pushed to the 
very brink, but thanks to 
the support of my 
family and friends, I 
was able to see that 
there is a brighter 
future. 

I would also like to 
thank my fellow 
councillors and 

constituents of all 
political persuasion for 
their kind messages of 
support over the last 
few months. I can also 
confirm I have referred 
myself to the Local 
Government 
Ombudsman. 

I very much regret 
the embarrassment this 
may have caused the 
Wildlife Trust of South 
and West Wales who 
carry out such 
important work for the 
Welsh environment, and 
I also wish to apologise 
to the woman who 
made this complaint for 
any upset I have caused 
her and her family. 

It will take many 
months, perhaps years 
for me to hopefully 
rebuild my life but I 
know that with the 
continued support of 
my family and friends it 
can be done.” J

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CELEBRATING PENARTHS 150 ANNIVERSARY 

“I now declare Penarth Docks open!” 

— and toasts for breakfast! by brian keitch 


READING the minutes of the Penarth 
Dock & Railway Company, you may have 
begun to think that the new dock would 
take forever to complete! Messrs 
Cochran had intended to complete the 
dock locks in time for the ‘official 
opening’ on July 1,1864. 

It was noted in the minutes of a meeting that 
unless progress being made on the dock gates was 
not accelerated, ‘the gates will not be in time to 
admit (the water) of the dock being opened for traffic 
this year’ (1864.) 

However, a year later - with problems resolved - 
the big day came on June 10, albeit without the 
Baroness Windsor. She was supposed to do the 
ribbon-cutting but the party turned up late from St 
Fagan’s Castle. Also absent was the chairman of the 
company, Crawshay Bailey due to the death of Capt 
Gwynne,his son-in-law. 

The dimensions of the dock were 2,000 feet in 
length by 370 feet wide (it was later extended by 
some 270 yards in 1884) while the entrance basin is 
400 feet long and 330 feet wide (larger than either 
the Bute West or Bute East Docks in Cardiff). 

The facilities for the loading of coal comprised 
eight single staiths and two double ones, plus a 
further two in the basin and further coal appliances 
on the north side of the dock. 

Unlike Cardiff docks, the opening and shutting of 
the gates was operated by hydraulic machinery. 

So the great day came! The Cardiff and Merthyr 
Guardian reported: “Saturday was to the inhabitants 
of Penarth one of unusual bustle and excitement. At 
six o’clock (in the morning) the Kate left the Pier 
Head, Cardiff with a crowded deck. Pilot boats, 
steam tugs and other conveyances conveyed their 
quantum of living freights. 

“The sun shone out with unwonted brilliancy, and 
the scene on the water was exceedingly picturesque 
from the number of boats which covered the surface 
- some conveying visitors, others to take part in the 
regatta that was to close the proceedings of the day. 

“On arriving at Penarth, groups of persons found 
that the whole place was profusely decorated with 
the standards of various nations, and bunting of all 
descriptions was streaming in the wind from the new 
Custom House, the Dock Master’s house, the coal 
staiths and from every point about the dock where 
flags could be suspended were seen the Union Jack 
and other national emblems.” 


The William Cory, “a splendid high-pressure 
screw steamer”, intended to be the one to perform 
the opening ceremony, was gaily decorated with 
streamers. At five o’clock in the morning two 
companies of the Cardiff Artillery Volunteers, under 
the command of Lieut-Col Hill mustered at the Town 
Hall and headed by four of their heavy guns, 
marched to Penarth to celebrate the event by the 
usual booming of cannon; and took up their stations 
on the heights above the dock, which were densely 
crowded with visitors sitting or standing in every 
convenient locality up the slopes. 

By half past seven, hundreds of people had 
assembled on the pier-head and by the sides of the 
dock. The mouth of the Ely was covered with 
streamers and sailing vessels. A space near the south 
side of the sea gates had been reserved for the invited 
guests. 

Present and active in carrying out the opening 
were James Poole Esq, the chairman of the Taff Vale 
Railway, WD Bushell Esq, Messrs Hawkshaw & 
Dobson, engineers of the dock, WS Cartwright Esq, 
and many of the other directors of the Taff Vale 
Railway and the Penarth Dock and Harbour 
Company. The William Cory had steamed up and 
lay close to the gates ready for entering. At half past 
seven, Mr James Poole said; “Ladies and gentlemen 
- the Baroness Windsor was to have been present 
and assist in the ceremony of opening this dock, but 
by some unforeseen accident, her ladyship has not 
arrived, and as time and tide wait for no man - or 
woman I suppose -1 have been requested to open the 
dock in her name. I do so, and may God bless the 
undertaking. I NOW DECLARE PENARTH DOCK 
OPEN”. 

All the gates began simultaneously to move open, 
and in 32 seconds all were securely put back. The 
William Cory then went through the gates. She was 
greeted with tremendous cheers from both sides of 
the basin. The booming of cannon announced that 
the opening had been carried out. Cheer followed 
cheer. 

The description of the day continued: “The crowd 
on the heights took up the cry and the most 
tremendous cheering followed on all sides. As this 
splendid steamer was passing through the gates, Mrs 
Thomas Powell performed the christening 
ceremony. The next to enter was the new lifeboat 
Harriet. She was not only very gaily painted, but 
was also profusely decorated with streamers. Her 
crew were dressed in the usual cork jackets. 


“She was followed by a splendid new ship lately 
launched from Messrs Batchelor Brothers’ dockyard, 
called the Lady Windsor Clive. Mr Batchelor’s 
splendid brass band played ‘Rule Britannia’ while 
the crew manned the yards. 

“The last boat was the Seaman’s Mission boat, 
stationed at Penarth, having on board the Rev RB 
Boyer. During the entry of these ships, the cannon 
from the hills boomed forth their welcome, while a 
gaily decorated steam engine ran to and fro on the 
rails to perform the opening ceremony there. 
Numerous small boats and passenger steamboats 
entered the basin, and after steaming round, passed 
out again. 

“By this time the party from St Pagan’s Castle 
arrived, and Mr Poole conducted the Hon Robert 
Windsor Clive and the Baroness Windsor to the 
levers opening the sea gates. The boats being out, as 
if to shew the beautiful arrangements of the 
machinery, each gate closed separately, the Hon R 
Clive closing the last gate. 

“Crowds then flocked over them and dispersed 
themselves each side of the lock. The next part of 
the ceremony was the christening of the lifeboat by 
the Baroness Windsor. The boat was named the 
Harriet and was sent down by the National Life Boat 
Institution. The crew of the lifeboat then went 
through their various evolutions, including the 
upsetting of the boat and taking their various 
positions in the same again. 

“One of the crew created a great deal of 
amusement whilst in the water, by the frequent 
attempts he made to dive, but owing to the buoyancy 
of the corks, there was, as he rightly observed “no 
getting down!” The diver next appeared, with 
helmet on head, and the clothing necessary for 
penetrating the unknown fathoms of the deep. 

“A splendid pavilion had been erected on the 
south side of the basin for the breakfast, to which 
nearly 400 guests had been invited. Mr Staples, of 
the Albion, Co vent Garden, London was entrusted 
with this part of the ceremony”. 

The Breakfast with Toasts 

DIRECTORS, consuls, local gentry all gathered 
in the marquee for the feast: “Outside the 
pavilion the splendid Cyfarthfa Band was 
stationed and during the morning enlivened the 
proceedings by playing some very fine 
compositions with its accustomed ability. 

“The appearance of the banquet was most unique; 
the tables were profusely decorated with plants in 
bloom, while the dishes which bore the stamp of the 
professional cuisinier were arranged in the most 
tasteful manner. 

“As the weather was very warm, not only was 
attention paid to the ventilation of the marquee, but 
the vivres presented that delightfully cool 
appearance so calculated to stimulate the appetite 
when oppressed with heat. 

“To give a full bill of fare would occupy more 
space than is usually devoted to that part of such an 
entertainment, and would fail to describe the 
scientific manner in which Mr Staple’s chef des 
cuisiniers had prepared them. Bottles of sparkling 
champagne graced the tables, while strawberries, 
grapes and other fruits served as a most delicious 
dessert. Railway companies are celebrated for 
commemorating the opening of their lines with 
banquets got up in princely splendour, but the 
Penarth Dock Company has succeeded in opening 
their docks with un dejeuner surpassing any similar 
entertainment given in the locality”. 

Then came the breakfast. Anyone who was 
anybody in the district took the front table. The first 
toast was of course “The Queen”. The toast was 
drunk by all present in the usual enthusiastic manner 
with three times three. 

The chairman then gave the health of the Prince 
and Princess of Wales and all the royal family. Then 
it was the turn of the bishop and clergy of the diocese 
and the ministers of other denominations. The 
champers was going down fast. 

The local rector, the Rev Charles Parsons added: 
“I feel a deep interest in this dock, for I do fancy that 
the time will shortly come when religion and 
commerce will be closely united”. 

The chairman than recognised “The Army and 
Navy and Volunteers”. The Hon Captain Clive was 
grateful: “On the part of the army he begged to 
return his sincere thanks for the very warm manner 
which the toast had been received”. 

The Right Hon Earl of Powis then rose to propose 
the next toast. He said: “I am here now to ask you to 
drink a toast which embodies the occasion for which 
we have assembled today - to celebrate the opening 
and completion of the Penarth Dock and Harbour 
Company” (cheers). Down the hatch! 

Next a word for the artillery still up on the cliff - 
hopefully firing their cannon out to sea avoiding 
vessels that might be passing by. On receiving the 
signal, the artillery commenced booming away as if 
to give effect to the toast, which was drunk with 
three times three, the band joining in the general 
enthusiasm. The chairman then proposed the 


directors of the Taff Vale Railway. Well why waste 
good champagne? “Ladies and Gentlemen, you 
have done us the honour of drinking success to the 
Taff Vale Railway undertaking”. 

The chairman proceeded with the next toast, 
which was, “The health of the Baroness Windsor” 
(cheers), and of course heaps of praise. Then - 
before one had finished the last gulp of fizzy - “The 
health of Lady Mary Windsor Clive”. 

The chairman then turned to the Hon Master Clive 
and addressed a few words to him. The toast having 
been drunk with much enthusiasm the Hon Master 
Clive rose to respond on behalf of his mother. He 
said a few words, which were, however, quite 
inaudible, but which the toast-master said were 
thanks for the honour done him in drinking the 
health of his mother. . 

The Hon RW Clive then proposed the health of 
Mr Cartwright and the directors of the Penarth 
Harbour and Dock Company. Things were 
quickening up! Mr James Poole gave the next toast. 
This was for the Most Noble the Marquis of Bute 
(applause) - despite relations between the Taff Vale 
Railway and the aforementioned Marquis being far 
from cordial. Never mind - there’s bags of bottles 
left to get through. So long life and prosperity to the 
Marquis drunk three times three (phew!). 

Enter the Mayor of Newport, who proposed “The 
Port of Cardiff’. Hint of irony here because the 
rivalry of the ports of Cardiff and Newport was 
famous. The rugby clubs of the two towns (now 
cities) played each no fewer than four times per 
season to establish which of the two would gain the 
rubber! 

Over to Mr WD Bushell. When he came into the 
end Mr Evans begged him to propose the health of 
the consuls. He joyfully accepted the proposal. 
Everyone must have been feeling pretty jolly by 
now: “Do you, then, support the consuls?” 
(applause), “foremost among them is the Erench 
Consul,” (cheers), and he then proceeded to praise 
the Emperor of Erance. 

Monsieur M Thenon, Erench Consul was most 
impressed. He had a go at English but admitted he 
could do better if he used his native language. He 
couldn’t really complain could he? - this lot were 
keeping the champagne industry in business. 

The Earl of Powis now rose to propose “The 
Railway Interest”. With the toast he coupled Mr 
Brogden (who was prominent on the development of 
the Port of Porthcawl). This seems to have caught 
Mr Brogden by surprise. 

He suddenly realised that he had to respond with 
a toast himself. He was not quite sure what he was 
to propose to! So he plumped for “The Shipping 
Interest”. The chairman then proposed the health of 
the engineers - Messrs Hawkshaw and Dobson. 

Some of the guests seemed to have started to have 
problems in responding. Hawkshaw and Dobson 
‘briefly replied’. The Hon Mr Herbert then proposed 
“The Mayor and Corporation of Cardiff’. Alderman 
David was another to keep it short. The same 
gentleman then gave “The Mayor of Newport” 
passing some complimentary remarks on that 
gentleman. It was all getting rather brief - the mayor 
of Newport briefly acknowledged the toast. After 
this Mr HJ Evans, in a very humorous manner, gave 
“The Ladies”, which was responded to by Mr Walter 
Powell. 

The band played the National Anthem, and the 
company gradually dispersed - whether in a straight 
line is not recorded, and, hopefully, well away from 
the edge of the dock.

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The ‘H’ Bells skittles team 
gains promotion at last! 


AFTER many near misses, 
the skittlers of ‘H’ Bells 
have finally won promotion 
from the Barry and District 
Male Skittles League third 
division to move into 
Division Two next season. 

It may be of interest to readers 
to understand where the name ‘H’ 
Bells comes from, seeing as it is a 
most unlikely name for a skittles 
team. 

‘H’ Bells were formed 
originally by employees of the 
firm of builders well known in the 
town of Barry as Hawkins and 
Holmes. In the early days, the 
team played mainly friendly 
games in different skittle alleys in 
the town and also played the 
occasional friendly in Penarth. 

As interest in the game 
increased, it was decided there 
was sufficient interest to put a 
team in the league, which they did 
as Hawkins and Holmes in season 
1960/61. 

When the team joined the 
league, there were just two 
divisions and in future years, the 
leagues were increased to three 
divisions - at one time there were 
actually four divisions in the town. 

When Hawkins and Holmes 
finished trading, those still 
involved in the skittles team 
decided to carry on playing, but 
decided to change the name to ‘H’ 


Bells. The choice of name still 
represented the previous name, 
and the ‘Bells’ was chosen 
because at the time of the change, 
the team were playing at the Three 
Bells pub in ColdWok Road, 
Barry.

OBITUARY: Former Aberavon, Wales and 
British Lions star Anthony (Tony) O’Connor 



A Welsh sporting giant 
and devoted family man 


WELSH rugby 
international and British 
Lion, Tony O’Connor, 
was as sharp on the field 
as off, and will be 
remembered by those 
close to him as being a 
generous, warm-hearted 
family man. 

After battling with the rare 
degenerative condition. 
Progressive Supra-Nuclear 
Palsy, Tony sadly passed away 
on May 22, aged 81. 

He grew up in the shadows 
of Aberavon’s Talbot Athletic 
stadium and went on to become 
one of their most famous stars. 

Before doing so, he moved 
to study at Bristol University, 
where his sharpness of mind 
earned him a first class honours 
degree and PhD in physics. He 
then enjoyed working closely at 
Oxford University with Dr 
Dorothy Hodgkin, who herself 
was awarded the Nobel Prize 
for Chemistry, developing the 
work they had embarked upon, 
specialising in X-ray 
crystallography. 

Tony was always able to 
balance academic rigour with 
the necessary dedication 
required to excel at sport, and 
went on to get his ‘Oxford 
Blue’, as well as touring with 
the combined ‘varsity’ rugby 
team to Japan. 

After marrying his wife Ann, 
he returned to a metallurgy 
research post with the British 
^tee^o^oratiorUi^or^^^^^ 


Talbot. He remained with BSC 
until retirement, becoming one 
of their leading lights in 
improving their environmental 
footprint. 

He captained the Wizards, 
and was part of their most 
successful side that won the 
Western Mail unofficial Welsh 
championship in 1960-61. 

He enjoyed joining forces 
with neighbours Neath, to take 
on touring teams from South 
Africa, New Zealand, and 
Australia. 

On the day he was picked for 
his first Welsh cap against 
South Africa in 1960, his 
former Duffryn Grammar 
School announced an 
unprecedented half-day as 
means of celebration. 

Terry Davies, who was 
captain when Tony won his first 
cap, said: “//e was a lovely 
gentleman, very unassuming, 
but one of the top scrum halves 
of his era.” 

His performances over the 
next couple of seasons for 
Wales resulted in the highlight 
of his rugby career, his 
selection for the British Lions 
tour of South Africa in 1962. 

Tours back then went on for 
three or four months, with 
matches against many 
provincial sides, as well as the 
tests. 

He impressed with his speed 
of pass, but also his ability to 
read the game so quickly, as to 
seem a step ahead of the 
opposition. 

The family moved to 


Porthcawl, where Tony found 
another outlet for his 
competitive nature at the 
prestigious Royal Porthcawl 
Golf Club. 

He thoroughly enjoyed his 
membership years at this 
famous links, none more so 
than when he captained the 
club in 1987. 

Tony passed on his 
competitive nature and love of 
sport to his three sons and nine 
grandchildren. He will be sadly 
missed by the devoted family - 
wife Ann, sons Gary, Ian and 
Huw, along with the 
grandchildren, Emily, Michael, 
Wil, Tom, Evan, Elis, 

Rhiannon, Owain, and Nia. 

They continue to be proud of 
his achievements both on and 
off the pitch, but also remember 
him as being a kind hearted, 
fun loving, and ever-optimistic 
man.

the old racecourse at Heath and later at Ely 
Racecourse which closed in 1939. On one occasion, 
in 1865, at Chepstow Races, over the old Oakgrove, 
St Arvans 

racecourse - not the present day one at Piercefield 
Park - he showed his superior horsemanship by 
winning all four races on the card. 

On his uncle Mr Richard Thomas’ Cabin Boy, 
which he later owned himself, he won the Open 
Hunt Steeplechase over four miles and then 
proceeded to win the Hunt Steeplechase over three 
miles on Mr. E. M Curre’s Eather Pat, after 
surviving an objection for going the wrong side of a 
flag. 

Cabin Boy was then brought out again to win the 
Farmers Hunt Steeplechase over two miles and this 
time an objection was raised on the ground that the 
owner had no land which the hounds hunted. Mr 
Thomas got around this by claiming that he had land 
at Marshfield near Cardiff. 

Joe then took the Scurry over two miles on the 
appropriately named Quick Silver and seeing as he 
led throughout, no-one dared this time to raise an 
objection. 

The grey Cabin Boy running in Joe’s own purple 
and black racing colours the following year won the 
Cardiff Open Steeplechase at Cardiffs Ely 
Racecourse. 

He also won the Ely Hurdle on his chestnut 
Adrier and when he landed the Hack Stakes over a 
mile on the flat on the same horse the second day of 
the meeting he came in for plenty of cheers. 

Lord Glanely and Colonel Henry Lewis, of 


Greenmeadow, who at one timed owned the 1858 
Grand National winner Little Charlie, and other 
notabilities were said to have been on familiar term 
with him. 

Judging by his success on the turf, this is not hard 
to believe. Joseph Butler Jones, who during his 
racing career had ‘collected a magnificent array of 
valuable trophies’, died at 19 Woodville Road 
(earlier known as Woodville Terrace) in the Cathays 
area of Cardiff on January 14, 1924, aged 80. 

Sad to think that over the years, hundreds of 
people must have read his name on his headstone in 
Cathays Cemetery, Cardiff, and not realised who he 
was as there is nothing to indicate that he had been 
a well-known jockey - and to think in the 1940s I 
grew up just a few streets away from where he had 
once lived! 

Next time we feature Cowbridge's own Evan 
Williams, who won the 1937 Grand National on 
Royal Mail and the 1936 Cheltenham Gold Cup on 
the legendary Golden Miller.

One rather sad story 


of mine that appeared in 
The Sporting Life, 
under the heading 
‘Woman Rider Breaks 
Neck’ concerned the 
late Linda Sheedy. 
Linda, who was the first 
Welsh woman jockey to 
win a race under 
National Hunt rules, 
broke her neck in a first 
fence fall at the 
Talybont Hunt Point- 
To-Point on Easter 
Monday. 

Linda, then 33, from 
Newport, a mother of 
twin boys, appeared to 
be all right after falling 
from Menefort Castle in 
the ladies’ open race. 
She stood alongside the 
fence with Carol 
Thomas, who also came 
down at the same 
obstacle from Gerfuffle, 
and watched the race. 
However, she later 
complained of a tingling 
sensation in her fingers 
and was taken to 
hospital by ambulance. 

Linda was the only 
female rider who could 
boast of having ridden 
in the English, Scottish 
and Welsh Grand 
Nationals and was the 
first female to have a 
ride in the Cheltenham 
Gold Cup. 

The Pembrokeshire 
Hunt Point-To-Point 
was held at Scoveston 
Fort and under the 
heading ‘Simon Takes 
Over’; I reported: 
‘Cardiff bookmaker 
Simon Smith made a 
little bit of point-to- 
pointing history when 
taking over as race 
commentator at the 
Pembrokeshire Point- 
To-Point after the 
official commentator 
failed to turn up.’ 

Simon is still 
shouting the odds at 
racecourses up and 
down the country. Jon 
Parry-Keen was in good 
form at this meeting as 
he had a double with 
Bunky Star in the 
members’ race and 
Dozy Moses in the 
men’s open. The Vale’s 
Jonathan Tudor took the 
restricted open on Wool 
Island and Katherine 
Isaac the ladies’ open 
race on Caesar’s 
Bronze. 


John Llewellyn also 
had a hat-trick at the 
Llangibby with Taf 
(Members), Fixed Price 
(Adjacent) and 
Ratachhu (men’s open). 
But it was the riding of 
16-year-old Caerphilly 
schoolgirl Pip Jones, 
who won the ladies’ 
open race on John 
Parfitt’s Eggington, that 
excited most racegoers. 

Having her first ride 
in a point-to-point, 
petite Pip showed good 
judgment of pace to win 
by a length and a half 
after being a length or 
so down at the last 
fence. Earlier in the day, 
Pip, who represented 
Wales at show-jumping, 
had been competing in 
the Wales and West 
Show. 

Well, I think I 
spotted a winner that 
day, as Pip went on to 
become national 
champion point-to-point 
rider on two occasions 
and before she hung up 
her riding boots, set 
records that will be hard 
to beat. 

There was a record 
entry of 177 horses for 
the Glamorgan Hunt 
Point-To-Point at St 
Hilary this year, and St 
Athan’s Tim Lewis, 
who feared he might 
never ride again after 
breaking a leg in a race 
riding accident the 
previous season, rode 
George Davies’s 
Sporting Tack to a two 
lengths win over 
Barbridge in the 
adjacent hunts’ race. 

Welsh champion 
John Llewellyn rode his 
10th winner of the 
season on Rose Harry’s 
Suikerbos in the 
members’ race and the 
ladies’ open race went 
to Heather McCaul, 
who scored on Little 
Trouble. Heather is now 
a trainer on the flat and 
over the jumps. 

Kevin Cousins was 
successful on Clijfland 
and Paul Hamer won on 
Koinally.
